Prefers raw milk 


when we farmers had none or very 
little of those things. We didn’t 
need them either as our land was 
fairly new and plentiful enough to 
just clear a new patch when the 
old wore out. We didn’t need much 
money those days either. Dollars 
would see you through where it 
takes hundreds now. 

But to get back the principle. 
There is a farm less than two 
miles from where I sit that was 
a very productive place 35 years 
ago. It won't grow rye _ today, 
having been “organically farmed” 
about 20 years. 

Question 1: Would you rather 
have ground wheat made of quar- 
ter-sized kernels from this land, 
or made of normal-sized grain 
grown on fertilized land? Would 


the first be as nutritious as the 
second? Get the two kinds of 
wheat, feed it to birds and see 
what they say. 

Question 2: Farmers today are 
feeding cattle chemicals to des- 
troy ox warble grubs before they 
grow very large. Would you rather 
have a T-bone steak from one of 
these cattle or one infested with 
the grubs? Why? 

Question 3: This is an old-timer, 
but you are probably expert on 
this as you prefer unsprayed fruit. 
Which is the worst, to bite into 
an apple and find a wormhole or 
find half a worm? 

Now don't get me wrong. I'm all 
for plowing humus into the soil. I 
have done it for nearly 60 years. 
In my lifetime I have taken over 
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four rundown farms and built 
them up, relying mostly on barn- 
yard manure and legumes, I 
plowed down a patch of Sudan 
grass this year that was about six 
feet tall. But the green stuff 
plowed down was fertilized with 
chemicals. I have watermelon vines 
in the garden about 16 feet long, 
grown with humus and chemicals. 

If you want a cow to produce, 
you have to feed her. The same 
thing applies to a field, a garden, 
or a worker. You have to provide 
a balanced diet to anything that 
grows or it cannot deliver. All 
things have parasites which must 
be killed, and chemicals of one 
kind or another will kill them. 
Use them for comfort and profit.

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Should you retire on the farm? 


Every farm couple eventually must 
plan for retirement. The wisdom and 
soundness of these plans are of 
major importance to their 

welfare and that of their children.

HE wide variation in families and farms 
Tr makes it impossible to suggest any one 

best procedure to follow at retirement 
time. But studies of farm retirement plans 
made at the Iowa station indicate that most 
retiring farm couples go through a period 
of easing up on their work load as they 
grow older. 

In certain parts of Pennsylvania, many of 
the farms have what are called “Grandpa” 
houses. When a young couple joins the par- 
ents in a joint farming enterprise, the young 
couple occupies a small house. When the 
other brothers and sisters leave the farm, the 
parents will not need the extra room in the 
big house. At this time the young couple 
with their family moves into the big house 
and the parents move into the Grandpa house. 

These neighborhoods are not representative 
of most American farm communities. How- 
ever, they have worked out a system which 
admirably solves for them many of the diffi- 
cult problems of retirement and of transfer- 
ring the farm in the family. While many 
such family farms are successfully operated, 
they seem to place more emphasis on farm- 
ing as a way of life than on farming as a 
business enterprise. 


Social security speeds retirement .. . 


The advent of social security has had an 
impact on farm family retirement plans. If 
a father, who has reached age 65, ‘“materi- 
ally participates” in farm production and re- 
ceives an income of more than $1,200 a year, 
then for every month in which he earns more 
than $80, one of his monthly social security 
retirement check payments will be withheld. 

Recent studies show that the impact of the 
social security program has tended to speed 
up the retirement of farmers attaining the age 
of 65, encouraging them to turn over the 
farm more promptly to the younger generation. 

The size of the farm or the farm business is 
a major consideration in determining whether 
or not parents will build a small home on 
the farm in which to retire while the mar-

ried son or daughter takes over active farm- 
ing operations. 

With the sharp increase in the cost of build- 
ing, the construction of a new house on a 
small farm could be so costly as to be un- 
warranted from the investment standpoint. If 
a farm is too small to support two families 
and if there is likely to be no use for the 
house when the parents are gone, then for a 
modest-size farm, it would seem that a re- 
tirement house acquired in a village or town, 
with its prospect for sale later on, would be 
much more favorable. 


Sudden change not good... 


Illness or accident may cause a man to re- 
tire from farming and give up physical work. 
However, it seems clear that a man who has 
been active and busy in physical farm work 
most of his life would not be advised to vol- 
untarily move to town and quit work all of 
a sudden. 

His habits of eating, which he has acquired 
through the years, will not adjust to the fact 
that he has quit work. If he does not find use- 
ful activities to occupy his time and strength 
this, too, can contribute to boredom and a 
lack of interest in life. 

There are no studies to show the difference 
in length of lives of farmers who retire on the 
farm and ease up gradually compared to those 
who move to town and stop work abruptly. 

However, any rural doctor or lawyer knows 
from his experience the high mortality rate 
of farmers who have been active in heavy 
farm work all of their lives and then sud- 
denly retire, move to town, and quit work. 

It is not at all unusual for a hard-working 
couple to retire and move to town and within 
two or three years the husband passes away. 
The wife who keeps up her household duties, 
and lives in many ways similar to the man- 
ner in which she did on the farm, normally 
outlives her husband by several years. 


What others have done... 


It might be of interest to know how some 
farm couples laid out their plans for retire- 
ment and the easing up of their work load. 


Since these plans are highly personal, actual 
names will not be used. 


Family A... 


This farm family, on a good 240-acre farm, 
decided that the father and son could increase 
their livestock program and farm 320 acres 
with the equipment they already had on hand. 
An adjoining 80 acres, with a fair set of build- 
ings, was added to the home farm. 

The house was remodeled for the son and 
his wife, and livestock was maintained at 
both places. The amount spent in remodeling 
the son’s home was entirely in line with the 
income possibilities of the farm, even though 
a little more than was warranted was spent 
on the older couple’s home. However, this ar- 
rangement meant they could continue to live 
in their old neighborhood and ease up gradu- 
ally on the farm work. The son is able to take 
care of most of the field work and the father 
does not have to operate farm machinery. 


Family B... 


This owner of a half-section farm had two 
sons. For the older son, the parents bought 
an adjoining farm with a set of buildings. 
The three of them operated this layout to- 
gether until the younger son was married. At 
this time the parents built a new home on 
their farm and the second son and his wife 
were given the older farm house in which to 
live. This arrangement has worked well. 

In this particular case the building of the 
small home on the big farm was entirely jus 
tified. As long as the parents want to live in 
the smaller home, this makes an excellent ar- 
rangement. With their passing, the farm is 
big enough to need a hired man, so in this 
case the construction of the additional house 
was a good business arrangement. 


Family C... 


In 1910 when the parents inherited the 
farm, they built a large house and the old 
one was used for the hired man. When the 
son was ready to farm, he and his wife oc- 
cupied the small farm house which was in-

Because of the wide variety in the shapes 
of bulk tanks on farms, samples are not rep- 
resentative unless the milk is agitated so that 
the sediment is evenly distributed. Conse- 
quently, the test has had limited value since 
it could be used only with standard-size 
milk cans. 

The new technique involves agitating milk 
in the large tanks, then putting it through 
the filter. To get the amount of sediment, 
the size of the filter has been reduced. The 
new device consists of a metal tube filled 
with hot water in which the pump is immersed, 
warming the milk so large quantities can be 
passed through the filter without clogging. 


ADDING SOLIDS 
IMPROVES TASTE 


Preliminary studies at the University of 
Minnesota indicate that milk might taste even 
better if it contained more non-fat solids than 
ii has when produced by the cow. 

It was found that milk with added non-fat 
solids was preferred by more than two-thirds 
of the people sampling it. The milk was for- 
tified at several levels. It varied in total non- 
fat solids content from 8.6 up to 11.5 per 
cent by weight. Normally, milk varies from 
around 8.4 to 9.2 per cent total non-fat solids. 

S. T. Coulter, dairy industries department 
head, believes people prefer the fortified milk 
because of an improved flavor. Increasing 
non-fat solids gives the milk a sweeter taste, 
up to a certain point. If the level goes too 
high, however, there is a tendency for a salty 
taste to develop. 

Reason for the tests was to determine 
whether it might some day be feasible to 
standardize non-fat solids content at some 
higher level. Fat content is already standard- 
ized at specified levels varying from 3.25 to 
3.5 per cent. More research is necessary, how- 
ever, before standardizing can be recommended. 


TO CONTROL 
SMALL ROACHES 


Chlordane and dieldrin are the most effec- 
tive materials for controlling German and 
brown-banded roaches 

That is the recommendation of Steve Moore, 
Illinois entomologist. With cold, winter weath- 
er, these roaches have moved indoors. 

The German roach is a small, tan insect 
about one-half to one inch long when mature. 
The brown-banded roach is only about one- 
half inch long when full grown and is red- 
dish brown 

Both of these roaches frequent homes, res- 
taurants, apartments, and dairies. Even 
though cleanliness will help to reduce their 
numbers, it is not enough to eliminate roaches. 

Moore suggests using chlordane as a 2 or 3 
per cent oil-base spray or as a 5 per cent 
dust. Apply dieldrin as a .5 per cent oil-base 
spray or as a 1 per cent dust. Generally, one 
thorough treatment will give complete control. 

Where these chemicals have been used ex- 
tensively, roaches are becoming resistant. Un- 
der these conditions, use pyrethrin or sodium 
fluoride, either separately or in combination. 
Pyrethrin will give a quick kill while it lasts, 
but does not last long. Sodium fluoride has 
a much longer effect. 

Apply the chemicals to the roaches’ hiding 
place and to any known pathways.

HANDLE BULLS 
WITH CARE 


Fighting bulls is a hazardous profession 
when you consider how little chance a 175- 
pound dairyman has arguing with a 1,500- 
pound or ton bull. Even though the bull may 
not be mad, he can play very rough. Every 
year bulls are responsible for many fatalities. 

C. W. Nibler, Nebraska extension dairyman, 
suggests the following points for correct han- 
dling of bulls: 

1. Confine the bull in a strong, properly- 
constructed pen. 

2. A_ strong, properly-constructed chute 
needs to be close to the bull's pen. Use breed- 
ing chute when breeding cows and heifers. 

3. Have gates, inlets, and outlets to the 
bull pen and breeding chute arranged so that 
a person is never in the pen with the bull. 

4. Confine bull to a corner of the pen or 
in the shed while pen is being cleaned. 

5. Place a strong, metal ring in the bull's 
nose when he is 8 months to a year old. Re- 
place worn rings as the bull becomes older. 
If an 8- to 10-inch chain is attached to the 
ring, the bull is easier to catch. 

6. Bulls should be dehorned when they are 
calves. 

7. Handle bulls with a strong bull staff. With 
unruly bulls, have an axtra man available. 

8. If dairy bulls are taken onto public high- 


ways, be sure they are kept under absolute 
control, 
In conclusion, you must remember that 


dairy bulls are very strong, and may have a 
killing instinct when aroused; therefore, han- 
dle them with care. 


TIPS ON 
MACHINERY CARE 


Rubber-tired equipment that is to be stored 
over the winter should be jacked up or sup- 
ported to take the weight off the tires. Some- 
times’ there will occur a gradual escape of 
air and tires bearing weight during freezing 
weather may break or the side walls may be 
seriously injured. 

Merely draining the radiators of water- 
cooled engines is not enough. Water is often 
held in the cylinder jacket or pump housing 
and freezing may cause serious damage. See

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Why fork silage 
by hand...

DESIRE to save time and labor when 
A feeding livestock has increased the use 

of mechanical silo unloaders. When op- 
erated in connection with a mechanical feeder, 
the entire chore of feeding silage becomes a 
push-button operation. 

Although the main advantage of a silo un- 
loader is the saving in hard work, there are 
a number of other important advantages 

The unloader removes the silage more evenly 
than is possible by hand unloading with a 
fork. This may be especially important in 
eliminating top spoilage during warm weather 
when rather small amounts of silage are fed. 

During winter operation when the silage is 
frozen, it is broken into small pieces and 
fluffed up so that it thaws out much faster. 

The use of an unloader also reduces the 
chance of accidents caused by climbing up 
and down the ladder once or twice daily. This 
chore is especially dangerous at certain times 
of the year when the ladder rungs are wet 
and slippery. With an unloader it is neces- 
sary to make only an occasional trip up the 
silo to remove doors and adjust the dis- 
charge chute. 

The time saved by a silo unloader depends 
upon the amount of silage being fed. It will 
save practically all of the time you spend 
throwing down silage by hand. 


Two basic types ... 

There are two basic types of unloaders for 
the conventional silo. One type is suspended 
by cables from the top of the silo and the 
other is non-suspended 

The suspended unloader is supported at 
one or three points depending upon the de- 
sign. Each time the unloader is operated the 
unit is lowered by means of a winch and 
the timer is set for the minutes of opera- 
tion desired. 

Most of the unloaders use a single or double 
auger to loosen the silage and move it to the 
center of the silo. Cutting knives may be 
bolted along the auger edges to aid in remov- 
ing tightly packed and frozen silage. A blower 
or thrower in the center of the silo picks up 
from the augers and throws it 
down the chute. 

On large diameter silos, a supplementary

blower or auger is used in combination with 
the center blower to convey the silage to 
the chute. 

The non-suspended unloaders have wheels 
that drive on the silage surface. One make 
of this type unloader uses gathering chains 
instead of an auger to move the silage to the 
center of the silo. The total amount of silage 
delivered is regulated entirely by the timer 
because the unloader is set to cut a definite 
depth of silage and continues at this rate as 
long as it is operated. 


No problem during filling .. . 


When filling a silo with a suspended un- 
loader, the unit can either be removed or 
pulled to the top of the silo. Most farmers 
pull the unloader up to the top because of the 
labor connected with taking it apart and then 
assembling it again when the silo is filled. At 
the time the unloader is being pulled up, a 
careful check should be made of the support- 
ing cables and pulleys to be sure they are in 
good condition. 

Silo unloaders are constructed so that they 
can be used in silos of different diameters. 
Some can be adjusted through built-in fea- 
tures and others by the addition of extension 
parts. When new silos are being constructed, 
however, it is advisable to build them of 
equal diameter so that the unloader can be 
moved from one silo to the other without 
making any changes. 

Another feature to consider when construct- 
ing new silos is to build them within several 
feet of each other and of the same height. It 
is then possible to mount a track between 
tripod supports located on each silo. When 
one silo is empty, the unloader is raised to 
the top and moved on the track over to the 
next silo. 


Cost of unloader ... 


The price of a silo unloader depends upon 
the type and size. Unloaders for silos in the 
12- to 20-foot diameter range may vary in 
price from about $1,100 to $1,600. 

The major items in the operating cost of a 
silo unloader are depreciation and interest on 
the investment. Therefore, the cost per ton 
of silage removed will decrease if an unloader 
can be used to unload more than one silo.

Electricity cost for running the silo un- 
loader is a small part of the total operating 
cost. A 3 horsepower motor is ordinarily used 
on an unloader for a 12- to 14-foot diameter 
silo and a 5 horsepower motor on larger un- 
Some manufacturers are installing 
74% horsepower motors on unloaders for 20- 
foot diameter silos, especially in areas where 
the silage freezes severely.

The electric operating cost will depend upon 
the price per kilowatt hour, type of unloader, 
and condition of the silage. In most 
however, the electricity cost for operating the 
silo unloader will be only 5 to 10 cents per 
ton of silage removed.

Removal rate varies ... 

There is considerable variation in the rate 
at which a silo unloader will remove the silage. 
In general, grass silage packs tighter than 
corn silage so the rate of removal for grass 
silage is lower. Frozen silage may greatly re- 
duce the rate in areas where severe freezing 
of the silage occurs. 

Time studies taken on various farms show 
that the rate of silage removal may vary 
from 40 to 200 pounds per minute. This is 
not a serious problem, however, because the 
amount of silage desired can be readily ob- 
tained by adjusting the timer when the un- 
loader is turned on. 

Many mechanical improvements have been 
made on unloaders during the past few years. 
Most of them remove frozen silage very sat- 
isfactorily and give dependable service under 
the variable conditions which they are oper- 
ated. The unloader should be regularly 
checked to make sure it is in proper adjust- 
ment. This can be done easily when the silo 
doors are removed and the discharge chute 
adjusted. 

Today there are a number of reliable man- 
ufacturers from whom you can select an un- 
loader. Be sure to purchase yours through a 
dealer who will provide you with good service 
when it is required. With proper maintenance, 
your silo unloader will give you many years 
of dependable operation. THE END

Benson: Requires two persons 
when cows are kept in barn; re- 
quires more labor for feeding and 
cleaning during winter months. 

Crocker: Higher construction costs. 

Forner: Cows have a little more 
opportunity to be uncooperative. 
Speed in milking depends on cows’ 
willingness to come into the parlor 
quickly. It takes some of the older 
cows longer to adjust, so they tend 
to be troublemakers, at least for a 
time; but many adjust quickly. 

Kaderly: It’s harder to check on 
absent cows in summer months 
when stanchions are not used. Also, 
you can’t milk mastitis cows last 
in the summer months. In the win- 
ter you can milk any cow last by 
keeping stanchion locked until you 
are ready for the cow. In winter 
you can't dip teats when temper- 
ature is below zero. 

Link: None. 


If you had to do it over, what 
changes would you make? 


Benson: Milk house should be 
larger. It is 18 by 16 feet and is 
a little crowded with our 700-gal- 
lon bulk tank. 

Crocker: Some minor ones per- 
haps, but basically we like this 
kind of setup. 

Forner: I would build the parlor 
adjacent to the barn. There is lit- 
tle saving in building inside the 
barn when concrete floors, founda- 
tions, and so forth, have to be torn 
out. When a new building is put 
up it is built according to the 
plan, but when building in an ex- 
isting building, the plan is altered 
to fit the building. Our arrange- 
ment is satisfactory, but at little 
extra cost, we would have had a 
new building and additional stall 
space in the barn for eight more 
cows. At the present time, I would 
look into the double-four herring- 
bone before building a parlor. 

Kaderly: I would have a higher 
ledge on cow stalls so they would- 
n't slip off. I would also have a 
rougher surface on floors of par- 
lor stalls to keep cows from slip- 
ping. 

Link: I would build a six-cow 
parlor instead of eight. Four ma- 
chines are too many for one man 
to operate.

Benson: Cost of parlor, milker, 
tank, building, and pole electric 
service was $13,000. Since we milk 
65 cows, this is an investment of 
200 per cow. 

Crocker: Approximately $2,000 
more for parlor than to milk them 
with pipeline system in the barn. 
On 80 cows this would be $25 per 
cow. 

Forner: We invested $3,000 for 
36 cows. Investment per cow would 
be $83.33, but our barn is so ar- 
ranged that at a minimum cost we 
could increase the number of stalls 
to 52. Using this figure, the cost 
per cow would be $57.69. Of course, 
in the summer the milking herd 
can be larger to take advantage of 
better prices 

Kaderly: The parlor cost $5,000. 
We now milk 65 cows making an 
investment of $77 per cow. We 
have a capacity of 120 cows which 
would be $42 per cow 

Link: Parlor and eight milkers 
cost $9,000, or $58 per cow with 
156 in milk. The barn, milking par- 
lor, and milk house, with all equip- 
ment me approximately $384 
per cow.

Crocker; It takes two people to 
milk; one can be a youngster over 
8 years of age. We feel it is 2 
good practice for the man who 
milks to also feed the cows. As 
there are two adults in our opera- 
tion, one milks and the other does 
the calf feeding, barn chores, milks 
fresh cows, and releases cows into 
the parlor. 

Forner: Less than 60 man-hours 
per cow per year. This includes 
milking, washing and _ sanitizing 
milking equipment, cleaning parlor, 
cleaning holding pen, cleaning cow 
yard, and removing manure from 
the barn, as well as the feeding 
operations. I perform all of these 
operations, Before each milking, 
the cows wait to be milked in an 
outside holding pen. After milking, 
they return to their stanchions or, 
in mild weather, to the yard where 
they eat hay or grass silage. 

Kaderly: Two hours for each 
milking, including feeding silage to 
cows and young stock for one man 
and two boys. One of my boys 
feeds the cows; one helps me with 
the milking and either One son or 
I turn cows into and out of parlors.

What changes, if any, have you 
noted in the quality of milk pro- 
duced? 


Benson: The bacteria count 
dropped from well over 100,000 to 
1,000 and sediment is no 
problem now. The taste of the milk 
is also much better. 

Crocker: Some improvement; very 
acceptable counts 

Forner: The quality of our milk 
has always been high. The health 
department in our area has a mini- 
mum bacterial count reading of 
3,000 either raw or pasteurized. We 
have missed that 3,000 raw count 
only 4 times in 2 years. We had 
two 4,000 counts, one 5,000, and 
one 10,000. All the others were 
3,000 or less

Link: Our bacterial count is 
much lower with this setup. 


How do you feed grain? How 
much and when is it fed? What 
is the protein content? Where is 
it stored? 


Benson: Grain, containing 14 per 
cent protein, is stored above the 
parlor. It is fed down through 
chutes into the metering device 
where it is measured out to each 
cow. We feed 1 pound grain for 
every 3% to 4 pounds milk. With 
our herringbone perlor, cows have 
plenty of time to eat. 

Crocker: We feed 1 pound of 
grain to 6 pounds of milk. The ra- 
tion consists of ground corn and 
cob meal and oats plus soybean 
meal to make a 14 per cent pro- 
tein content. Generally, the grain 
is fed after milking and in the 
stanchion barn. It is stored in a 
bulk bin over the feed room. 

Forner: It is fed in the milking 
parlor during milking. A cow that 
is producing heavily will get about 
6 or 7 pounds at each milking. 
They are all fed according to body 
condition rather than a_e given 
amount of grain for a given amount 
of milk. Any cow that is losing 
weight on her parlor ration is giv- 
en additional grain when the dry 
cows are fed. Our ration contains 
about 13 per cent crude protein. 
Ground feed is stored above milk- 
ing parlor. 

Kaderly: We feed grain in the 
milking parlor, from 2 to 4 pounds 
per milking. The protein supple 
ment is hand-fed. The ground feed 
is stored in individual bins above 
the stalls on the second floor. 

Link: A 14 per cent protein mix- 
ture is fed in the stanchion barn 
according to production. In the 
parlor, we feed just enough to in- 
duce them into stalls. The ration 
is mixed twice a week and deliv- 
ered directly to the barn. 


How do you feed hay? How 
much and when is it fed? Where 
is hay stored? 


Benson: Hay is stored in mows 
above the cows. It is kept in front 
of them at all times and they con- 
sume about 16 to 18 pounds a day 

Crocker: Baled hay is_ stored 
above the stanchion barn and is 
fed twice daily, during or after 
milking. We try to go into the 
winter with at least 2 tons of good 
hay per cow. 

Forner: Cows have hay when 
they come from the parlor, morn- 
ing and evening, whether they go 
to their stalls or to the yard. Hay 
is available in the yard at all 
times. Alfalfa silage is also avail- 
able to the cows at all times. This 
is self-fed from a bunker silo. In 
the winter, the cows are given a 
feeding of hay at noon in their 
stalls. The hay is stored in a mow 
above the cows. Since they have 
free access to hay and silage, it is 
difficult to tell how much hay they 
consume, but I would judge about 
15 pounds per day. 

Kaderly: Hay is fed in the stan- 
chion barn and in an outside hay 
bunk. It is stored on the second 
floor of the stanchion barn. We 
feed hay in the forenoon and the 
last thing at night in the winter 
months. They get all they will eat. 

Link: It is fed in tie stalls and 
stored in sheds and barns. The 
cows are fed hay after each milk- 
ing and consume about 12 pounds 
per day.

Liguid supplements for dairy cattle? 


A feed of molasses, urea, al- 
cohol, and minerals is being 
promoted, but research does 
not support all claims.

R years cane and beet mo- 
: lasses have been fed to cattle 
and sheep by sprinkling it 
over hay or concentrates or by al- 
lowing animals to consume it free- 
choice from a trough. Molasses is 
a palatable feed and animals will 
consume larger amounts of poor- 
quality roughage when it is 
sprinkled with molasses. 
Many commercial dairy feeds con- 


tain 5 to 10 per cent of molasses 
to increase palatability and reduce 
dustiness. Liberal amounts of citrus 
molasses have been fed to cattle in 
Florida and other southern states 
with good results. Not many dairy- 
men, however, use molasses on the 
roughage because of the labor and 
other problems involved in using a 
liquid feed. e 

Urea has been added to molasses 
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to increase its protein value in 
supplementing cereal grains and 
low-protein roughage. At one time 
ammoniated molasses was tested 
because the rumen bacteria break 
urea into ammonia before it is 
built into bacterial protein. The 
ammoniated cane molasses proved 
harmful to cattle in Oklahoma 
tests, and it is no longer used. 
Molasses-urea feeds are used most- 
ly for fattening beef cattle and 
lambs but they would be equally 
valuable for dairy cows or heifers 
on low-protein rations. 


One disadvantage to the use of 
large amounts of molasses is a 
reduction in the digestibility of 
the crude fiber of feeds. This re- 
duction is not large until the level 
of molasses exceeds 10 to 15 per 
cent of the total daily ration. and 
even then molasses is often low 
enough in price to more than com- 
pensate for the small reduction in 
fiber digestion. 

The special molasses supplement 
now being offered for cattle is 
reported to be cane molasses to 
which is added approximately 10 
per cent of water, 10 per cent of 
urea, 6 per cent of alcohol, and 
small amounts of phosphoric acid 
and mineral elements. It is claimed 
that the alcohol in this feed stimu- 
lates bacterial activity in the 
rumen so they do their work fast- 
er and better, and as a _ result 
dairy cows show improved milk 
and fat production. 


Studies with dairy cows... 


Only one controlled experiment 
has been carried out with milk- 
ing cows to test the value of a 
molasses-urea-alcohol mixture. In 
this study at Cornell University 
Holstein cows were fed a standard 
ration of low-protein timothy hay, 
corn silage and a commercial 16 
per cent protein dairy concentrate 
During alternating periods of 4 
weeks the cows also were fed 
either 2.0 pounds of the molasses- 
urea-alcohol mixture, 2.0 pounds of 
cane molasses, or 2.0 pounds of 
citrus pulp. The average daily milk 
and fat productions on the three 
supplements are shown in the table

It is clear that in this test there 
was no difference in the value of 
the supplements for milk or fat 
production. There was also no sig- 
nificant difference in the weight 
gain of the cows. The feed intakes 


were almost identical on the three 
supplements showing that the al- 
cohol mixture did not stimulate 
the cow's appetite for either hay 
or silage, which were fed in 
greater amounts than the cows 
would eat each day 


The distributors of the molasses- 
urea-alcohol product criticize the 
above study on the basis that the 


cows received too high a protein 
intake to expect a response. It is 
known, of course, that when ani- 


mals are fed adequate amounts of 
true protein, urea will not give a 
further response. But there is no 
evidence at present showing that 
alcohol is more useful on a low- 
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protein than an adequate-protein 
ration. 


There seems to be general agree- 
ment that the molasses-urea-alco- 
hol supplement has no particular 
merit for cows receiving a com- 
mercial concentrate containing as 
much as 16 per cent of protein or 
higher levels fed with low-protein 
roughages. The total protein con- 
tent of such a ration would be 
about 12.5 per cent on a moisture- 


free basis or 10.6 per cent as air 
dry feeds having 15 per cent of 
moisture, as shelled corn and hay 


usually has 

When good alfalfa or clover hay 
or silage is the only roughage, a 
concentrate of ground ear corn 
would furnish more than 12 
cent of protein in the dry 
With mixed grass-legume 
silage, oats or barley alone 
supply 12 per cent of pro- 
Most dairy cows now receive 
protein than this. The ques 
tion therefore, as to what 
ration would improved by a 
molasses-urea-alcohol supplement.

Using beef cattle, researchers at 
Kansas and at Maryland did not 
obtain faster or more efficient gain 
on an elcohol-molasses-urea supple- 
ment than on a standard ration of 
cereal grains and high-protein feeds 

There are some results favorable 
to molasses-alcohoi mixtures. When 
beef calves were fed corn cobs or 
cottonseed hulls the roughage 
a supplement of molasses, urea 
and alcohol gave appreciable faster 
gains than only molasses and urea.

But even the calves receiving al- 
cohol gained poorly 

For example, in the most re- 
cent of these two studies, which 
used cottonseed hulls, the daily 
gain was only 0.66 pound a day 
with alcohol and half that without 
it. After three months a third of 
the cottonseed hulls were replaced 
for both groups with a mixture of 
ground alfalfa and milo in a ratio 
of 1 to 3. In the next 56 days the 
calves receiving the molasses-urea 


ilcohol feed gained 1.78 pounds a 
lay versus 1.46 pounds for those 


on molasses ind urea. The re 
sponse fron 1 little milo and a 
faila was much greater than from 
the alcohol alone. Neither of the 
rations without the cereal grain 
and alfalfa was a satisfactory win- 
ter growing ration for beef calves 
The same would undoubtedly be 
true for dairy heifers

Summary ... 


What does all of this add up to? 
Some facts seem well established 
but more complete information is 
needed 

We can be sure that liquid sup- 
plements of molasses, urea, alco- 
hol, and essential minerals are 
safe feeds for ruminants. The pres- 
ence of alcohol improves molasses 
and urea if they are fed as the 
only supplements to poor-quality 
roughage. Present evidence sug- 
gests cereal grains or starch will 
improve urea utilization to the 
same extent alcohol and they 
are much lower in price 

There is no scientific evidence at 
present to show that alcohol will 
improve milk or fat production of 
cows fed rations which include any 
of the cereal grains or commonly 
used by-product feeds. The molas- 
ses-urea-alcohol feed now available 
is too expensive to be a practical 
supplement in the average dairy 
ration

The American Medical Association, on 
the other hand, states that widespread drastic 
revision of dietary practice seems unwarrant- 
ed at this time. Similar statements also have 
been made by the American Heart Associa- 
tion and the food and nutrition board of the

It is reported the federal government has 
gone to court to stop this misleading adver- 
tising and promotion. We hope they vigorous- 
ly prosecute every such vegetable oil processor 
who has stooped to these new scare-headline 
lows in promoting their products. 

In a recent issue of “Trends,” published by 
the National Dairy Council, appears a round- 
up of facts, not only on the heart disease 
problem but nuclear fallout, carcinogens and 
waxes, and “alcohol vs. milk” for old people 
All of these questions are of current interest 
because of misleading and irresponsible stories 
which have appeared in the public press in

At a recent dairy meeting, Earl Brancel, a 
Visconsin dairyman, stated that five pickup 
ed by dairy cooperatives, were 


traveling down the same road in his area. He 
deplored this duplication of costs and asked 
for “more ccoperation among cooperatives if 
we are going to put more dollars in the dairy 
farmers’ pockets.” 

Graf and Brancel are entirely correct in 
their recommendation. Here is an unnecessary 
economic waste. We hasten to point out, how- 
ever, that elimination of this waste will not 
be achieved easily. So long as we have com- 
petition between milk plants and so long as 
dairy farmers have freedom of choice as to 
the plants to which they will ship, a certain 
amount of duplication and economic waste 
is inevitable. 

Here is an area, however, where dairy co- 
operative leaders, at least, could make some 
inroads on those high “in-between” costs. We 
hope some exploratory discussions will take 
place between dairy cooperative leaders and 
that these will lead to economies in truck- 
ing costs. 


PAYOFF FOR CLEANUP 


R ECENTLY there has been some loose talk 

in livestock health circles concerning the 
safety of cattle shipped from modified-certi- 
fied brucellosis areas. Rumors once started 
have a tendency to grow with repetition and, 
after a period of time, have little resemblance 
to the truth. 

Specifically, the story we have heard as- 
serts that there are a lot of reactor cattle 
being shipped without test out of modified- 
certified brucellosis areas. 

The August report on brucellosis eradica- 
tion by the U.S. Department of Agriculture 
contains some very interesting and enlighten- 
ing information. For example, Wisconsin is a 
certified area. On all tests conducted in Au- 
gust only .05 per cent of the animals reacted 
to the blood test. Putting it another way, of 
10,000 animals tested, only 5 reacted! Min-

nesota is another certified state with a large 
population and an extensive testing 
program. In that state only 17 animals in 
10,000 showed reaction on the blood test. 
Maine, too, is certified and it revealed only 
6 animals in 10,000, 

How close to perfect can we be in a dis- 
ease control program? Certainly these data 
should spike once and for all that there is 
any perceptible danger in the movement of 
cattle from these areas which have been de- 
clared modified-certified brucellosis-free. It is 
a wonderful record and one which should not 
be clouded by the relation of inaccurate or 
misleading stories. This is an achievement 
meriting commendation, not criticism.

THE FEATHERBEDDING ISSUE 


E VERY dairy farmer has a stake in two cur- 

rent big labor issues. One has to do with 
the work rules conflict in the steel strike and 
the other with the featherbedding issue in 
railroad-labor negotiations. 

The basic question in both cases is whether 
a man should be expected to put in a full 
day’s work for a full day’s pay. Perhaps an 
equal issue is whether or not the average 
American consumer has any right to benefit 
from the industrial efficiencies provided by 
our competitive, free enterprise system. 

We have before us reports of featherbed- 
ding practices which are so fantastic as to 
defy human credulity. We do not repeat them 
because we are not in a position to verify 
or refute them. Thus far, however, we have 
received no well-documented rebuttal of the 
charges which have been leveled. 

Our only point is this: Every time a man 
is paid for work which he does not perform, 
or any time a man is paid for work which is 
unnecessary to perform, it is a deliberate and 
malicious fraud against the entire country. 
Because farmers buy large quantities of steel 
and steel products and shoulder heavy trans- 
portation costs, we have a right to demand a 
full day’s productive work for a day's pay. 
Every padded labor charge is a direct deduc- 
tion in net farm income because the farmer 
is the man at the end of the line, the one 
who takes what is left after all the in-between 
costs have been siphoned off the consumer's 
dollar. 


FARMERS PAY THEIR TAXES 


ACH year about income tax time we often 

hear small town businessmen complain that 
farmers don’t pay their fair share of income 
taxes. It is implied that tax dodging is prev- 
alent in the rural community. We are pleased 
to note a report appearing in a recent issue 
of the National Tax Journal. 

Frederick D. Stocker and John C. Ellickson 
of U.S.D.A.’s Agricultural Researcn Service 
made a detailed statistical analysis of data 
available on the subject and conclude: 

. whatever the situation may have been 
20 years ago, the farmer today is probably 
much the same sort of taxpayer as is found 
in other industries, not much better and not 
much worse. It is not necessary to argue that 
all farmers report their gross incomes to the 
penny on their income tax returns. Some un- 
doubtedly do not. But it appears that, in 
farming, as elsewhere, unreported receipts do 
not amount to much in the aggregate. Nor is 
it possible to deny that some personal out- 
lays of farmers are deducted as business ex- 
penses. Here, too, however, the amount is 
probably small.” 

To the best of our knowledge, this is the 
first detailed analysis of this controversial 
subject. We are pleased it was made. We com- 
pliment the Department of Agriculture and 
these two men from the farm economics re- 
search division for digging out the truths,

Use special gauge 


How can I check the air pres- 
sure in tractor tires that are filled 
with calcium’ chloride solution 
which is corrosive to metal? 

Illinois V.M.LD. 


Special gauges are available for 
this purpose. They should be 
washed in clear water after use 
in order to prevent corrosion. 

A rule of thumb which can be 
used as a means of quickly check- 
ing air pressure consists of parking 
the tractor on a smooth concrete 
surface and then inflating the 
tire until the end of the bottom 
tread bar clears the concrete by 
the width of one finger. 

Some tire companies also have 
available a template which meas- 
ures the distance from the tread 
to the wheel rim, but reads di- 
rectly in pounds per square inch. 


Dual wheels increase 
flotation 


Will dual rear wheels make my 
tractor slip less on a heavy pull? 
Minnesota H.E.G. 


The primary advantage of dual 
wheels is to provide for increased 
flotation in very soft operating 
conditions. A given amount of 
weight will provide the same trac- 
tion on regular wheels. 


Stop the spinning wheel 


Recently, my tractor was stuck 
in mud. One rear wheel was 
stopped and the other was spin- 
ning. I applied the brake to the 
spinning wheel. Why did this result 
in breaking teeth off the gears? 

New York L.S.K,. 


When you applied the brake to 
the spinning wheel, its momentum 
was applied to the other wheel 
in addition to the load applied by 
the engine. This is a result of the 
characteristics of the differential 
gears. If the other wheel could 


not turn, the gear teeth were 
overloaded and broken. 

In this type situation, disengage 
clutch, and allow wheel to stop 
spinning. Then, hold foot brake on 
that side and re-engage clutch. 


The 3-point hitch 


Can all 3-point hitch implements 
be used on all tractors having a 
3-point hitch? 


Maryland B.R.M. 


Not in all cases. Three - point 
hitches may conform to either Cat- 
egory I or Category II dimensions. 
The main differences are in the 
size of pins used. A tractor with 
the large Category II hitch ball 
holes may be used with a Category 
I tool by use of suitable bushings. 
However, the Category II imple- 
ment cannot be attached to a 
Category I tractor hitch, because 
the pins on the implement are 
larger than the hole in the hitch 
balls on the tractor. 


Advantages of 12-volt 
system 


What are the advantages of a 
12-volt electrical system as com- 
pared to a 6-volt system? 


Pennsylvania T.N.N. 


The increase in displacement and 
compression ratios in tractor en- 
gines has resulted in a need for 
increased cranking capacity. Elec- 
trical power depends upon both the 
current and the voltage. To ob- 
tain the increased cranking ca- 
pacity by increased current would 
require excessively large cables to 
carry the starting current, as well 
as extra large starting motors. By 
increasing the voltage instead, these 
disadvantages were avoided. The 
ignition system is still basically a 
6-volt system. However, during the 
time the engine is being cranked, 
an increased voltage is applied to 
the ignition coil in order to pro- 
vide a stronger spark at the plugs.

TEAT INJURIES... 
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+ « « Frequire prompt attention. Here is what to do. 


HERE is no one best way of 

handling badly-bruised or cut 
teats. If a veterinarian is available, 
call him early. He is best qualified 
to apply treatment and prescribe 
follow-up procedures. In severe 
teat injuries, the after care is oft- 
en most important. 

Cut teats, in which the cistern 
has been opened, often can be 
sutured successfully. Here again 
it is helpful if the operation is 
performed soon after the injury 
occurs. 

When the skin is scraped, it is 
not always possible or necessary to 
save detached tissue. The frag- 
ments of loose tissue should be 
clipped off and exposed areas care- 
fully cleaned and covered with 
ointment or healing oil. 

If the area is large, apply a 
bandage and protect it from filth 
and further injury. Severely-bruised 
or crushed teats can be very trou- 
blesome. Do not damage the tissue 
more by squeezing the tender teat. 


Soak teat first... 


To milk a damaged teat, make 
up a mild creolin, phenol, chlorine, 
boric acid, or epsom salt solution. 
Place it in a clean dish or dipper 
and submerge the entire teat for a 
period of at least 20 minutes. It 
is advisable to increase the tem- 
perature of the solution gradually 
until you can barely keep the hand 
in it. This will soften the teat, in-

crease circulation, and deaden pain. 

If it is necessary to insert a 
teat tube, make certain the teat 
opening is carefully cleaned with 
an alcoholic or other suitable so- 
lution and the canula is sterilized 
in boiling water for five minutes. 

When the teat is covered with 
debris and dirt, wipe the wound 
gently with cotton, gauze, or a 
strainer pad soaked in antiseptic 
solution. 

Srhall, gaping cuts may be closed 
with strips of tape. When the teat 
is badly damaged, it is often nec- 
essary to bandage it and insert a 
metal or plastic milking tube, 
preferably one with a removable 
cap. The tube is held in place with 
tape or suture material until the 
soreness disappears. 

Healing time varies from one to 
two weeks. Then the bandage and 
teat tube are removed and the quar- 
ter milked in the usual manner. 
Udder infusions, and sometimes 
systemic treatments, are necessary 
if there is the slightest suspicion 
mastitis will develop. 

Do not treat teat injuries light- 
ly. It is even more prudent to 
prevent them. If easy milking is 
not possible after an injury, con- 
sult your veterinarian with as lit- 
tle delay as possible. With the 
tools of knowledge available to 
veterinarians today, the majority 
of severe teat injuries can be 
handled satisfactorily.

silos, one upright 30 by 14 and a 
trench silo 25 by 100 feet. The 
silage is taken from the trench silo 
by tractor loader to silage room 
and delivered by cart and shovel 
to cows in their stanchions. Cows 
are fed silage twice daily, about 50 
pounds a day per cow. 

Crocker: One feeding of corn si- 
lage is fed in the outdoor bunk in 
the morning after milking and 
while the barn is being cleaned. 
A second feeding is given them in 
the barn before the evening milk- 
ing. The silage is stored in upright 
silos; approximately 60 pounds are 
fed per cow per day. 

Forner: Alfalfa silage is fed from 
a bunker in the cow yard. Since 
hay and silage are self-fed, they 
can eat what they want. We keep 
the gate on the bunker silo far 
enough from the silage so that the 
cows do not waste excessive 
amounts. Corn silage is stored in 
an upright silo and is fed once a 
day at about 20 to 25 pounds per 
cow. In the winter, corn silage is 
fed in the barn and in the sum- 
mer, it is fed in an outside bunk 
Silage is fed in an out- 
side bunk year around, except 
stanchion cows are fed silage in 
the barn in winter months. The 
outside cows are fed 1 foot per 
cow from the two 20- by 50-foot 
the east end of the yard 
The inside cows get 1 shovel per 
cow from the 14- by 50-foot silo 
at north end of the barn. 

Link: No silage is fed to milkers.

How do you handle manure in 
the walkway to parlor and in 
the parlor? 


Benson: Manure is scraped by 
hand to a barn cleaner. The farth- 
est it is carried is only 20 feet. 

Crocker: Walkways to the parlor 
are scraped into the gutter and 
handl ed with the gutter cleaner 
Parlor is hosed into sewers; little 
manure is dropped in parlor. 

Forner: Manure is removed from 
barn with a barn cleaner. Outside 
holding pen is scraped periodically. 
Walkway is scraped into gutters 
and is always kept well limed. Par- 
lor is swept with a large barn 
broom and occasional droppings can 
be hosed before milking. Sweeping 
the parlor after milking speeds the 


cleanup. It takes about two min- 
utes to sweep the parlor and about 
five minutes to hose it down. 
Kaderly: We clean the stanchion 
barn once a day with barn cleaner 
and scrape twice a day. In summer, 
Wwe scrape out manure from the 
holding pen every day and clean 
yard once a week. Parlor and walk- 
Way manure is scraped into gutter 
in the stanchion barn and hauled 
out with manure once a day. 
Link: Manure is hauled with 
mounted spreader on an army 
truck. Walkway and parlor are 
scraped into gutters which are 
cleaned with our barn cleaner.

Forner: Long pipelines are cost- 
ly to install and costly to keep 
clean. The cost of a pipeline in my 
barn would have been double the 
cost of installing one in the parlor 
In the parlor I get along nicely 
without a pipeline and average a 
cow every two minutes. If I were 
to expand the herd beyond 40 milk 
cows, I would put in a pipeline. 
This would save about one-half 
minute per cow as dumping and 
carrying milk would be eliminated. 

Kaderly: There is no squatting 
or stooping and no belts to change. 
There is less cost for detergents 
for washing pipeline. It costs about

Whet size stalls do you have for 
your cows? 


Benson; Our stalls are 48 by 62 
inches. I think comfort stalls ire 
too dirty.

Crocker: We like 48- by 64-inch 
stalls. We would like larger stalls 
but don’t think it would be eco- 
nomical use of space. We have no 
objection to comfort stalls but 
think it would be somewhat more 
inconvenient to release and tie up

Describe your milking and chore 
routine from the time you ar- 
rive at the barn in the morning. 


Benson. First I sanitize the milk- 
er and wet down the parlor. Milker 
units are put in the parlor and 
cows are fed as they enter. Ma- 
chine is rinsed with warm water 
after milking and washed with 
washing solution for 15 minutes. 
All washing and rinsing is done in 
the milk house with the units at- 
tached to the washing manifold. 
While the machine is washing, I 
wash out the parlor. Once a month 
we change inflations. We use two 
sets; one is left in lye solution 
while the other is in use. 

Crocker: Assuming the cows are 
in the barn, milking is started im- 
mediately after equipment has been 
sanitized. One person does the 
milking while the other does the 
rest of the barn chores, including 
releasing and tying cows. The milk- 
er feeds grain to the cows in the 
stanchions, while the other man 
hoses down parlor and washes the 
equipment. 

Forner: Hay is put in the man- 
gers and milking cows are untied 
and put into holding pen. I wet 
down the parlor, assemble the milk- 
ers, and milk the cows. Halfway 
through the milking, I tie up the 
cows that have returned to their 
stalls. After milking, I put milkers 
in wash vats, tie remaining cows, 
sweep parlor and hose it, wash 
milkers and equipment, and scrape 
walkway. This is done only in the 
coldest weather. In milder weather, 
the cows go to the yard from the 
parlor where they eat hay and al- 
falfa silage. While they are out, 
the barn is cleaned; the stalls are 
bedded; and corn silage is put in 
the barn manger. The cows come 
in; the walk is scraped and limed; 
other minor chores are done around 
the barn; and the cows are given 
some hay and allowed to rest till 
evening. In the evening they are 
moved to holding pen for milking 
and hay is again put into mangers. 

Kaderly: Take breaker cups out 
of washer and put machines to- 
gether for milking; sanitize line; 
| get cows from pasture; put in hold- 
ing pen and proceed to milk.

repair. With the death of the 
father, the mother continued to oc- 
cupy the large house and the son 
and his family were left in the 
small, totally inadequate home. 
This situation has continued for 
many years. 

The mother was unwilling to 
move out of the big house. Al- 
though forced to stay in the small 
house, the son and his family have 
had to care for the mother and 
drive her wherever she wanted to 
go. Although this farm was large 
enougt. in 1910 to support two 
families, it is not large enough 
now. Consequently these arrange- 
ments have proved very unsatis- 
factory. The son has taken occa- 
sional off-the-farm jobs trying to 
get additional income, and none of 
the son’s children want to farm. 


Family D... 


The owner of a quarter section 
in a good farming area has six 
sons. While the sons were in school 
and helping with the farm work, 
they received no wages. As each 
one finished high school, the par- 
ents helped in renting additional 
nearby farms. 

For many years these parents 
have lived on their own farm and 
the six sons, who own or rent 
nearby farms, come in and farm 
the parents’ land. 

As long as the father was able 
to work and was interested in 
raising livestock, he used his share 
of the grain for feed. When he was 
unable to handle livestock, he re- 
verted to the sale of cash grain. 
For many years this arrangement 
has worked satisfactorily, and 
family relations are excellent. 


Family E . . 


In some communities, settled by 
people of German descent, the 
home farm is viewed as a shelter 
for members of the family who 
encounter unemployment or rough 
times. For example, there is a 
large home on the farm which this 
family owned. When the parents 
wished to retire they moved to 
town and sold the farm to the son 
who was most likely to provide 
shelter and a retreat for any one 
of the 10 children who might get 
into a situation whereby he would 
be temporarily unable to provide 
for himself. 

In consideration for the low sale 
price of the farm, the son and his 
wife, who got the farm, were ex- 
pected to look out for and care 
for their parents in their old age. 
The father works on the farm ev- 
ery day and the mother also helps 
with canning and baby sitting. 
When either parent dies it is un- 
derstood that the other parent 
will move to the farm and the 
house in town will be sold. This 
particular plan would not be suit- 
able for most American families. 


Getting along together .. . 


Possibly the most important sin- 
gle factor in the decision to retire 
on the farm is the ability of the 
two couples to get along with 
each other. 

When a renter lives on the farm 
and the owner lives in town, most 
of the decisions are made by the 
two men. However, when both fam- 
ilies live on the farm in close 
proximity to each other, frequently 
all four of them are involved in 
making the decisions, 

The family that is calm, rela- 
tively free of prejudice, and hav- 
ing the talent for an objective 
discussion of problems, has a tre- 
mendous asset in favor of retiring 


on the farm? 


on the farm, providing other qual- 
ifications have been reasonably met. 

Usually there are the interests of 
other children to consider where 
one of the children is to come in- 
to possession of the home farm. 
A common mistake of many par- 
ents is to want to treat the chil- 
dren equally which may not be 
equitably. 

Another and even more difficult 
requirement is that both parents 
and the operator have the ability 
to outline farm business arrange- 
ments which can be modified and 
adjusted as changes in contribu- 
tions are made to the joint farm- 
ing enterprise. 

A young couple starting out may 
have little but their labor to of- 
fer. The major part of the con- 
tribution is made by the parents. 
After the first year, the young 
couple may have an interest in 
part of the feed and in the poul- 
try and hogs. 

After two or three years, they 
will have an interest in calves

brought into the herd. Later they 
may contribute additional machin- 
ery and other improvements, Now, 
their contributions are sharply dif- 
ferent than during the first year. 
Unless both couples are willing to 
face up and promptly adjust the 
divisions of returns in line with the 
changes in contributions, trouble 
will result. It is quite likely that 
three or four times or more dur- 
ing the time both occupy the farm 
such changes must be made. 

If improvements are needed in 
the house or farm buildings and 
the young couple makes such im- 
provements with their own money, 
there should be a written agree- 
ment showing that such an invest- 
ment has been made so that this 
can be deducted from the value of 
the farm when they purchase it 
from the other heirs. The sooner 
farm business arrangements can 
be made into a regular going farm 
lease, the easier it will be for those 
involved to get along. 


Some good rules ... 


Successful joint farming arrange- 
ments call for certain rules. 

1. The business must be big 
enough to support two families. 
(Size usually means acres, But, it 
can mean a large business on a 
small farm.) 

2. Seperate living quarters. 

3. An adequate system of farm 
accounts. 

4. Reasonable ability to get along 
with one another. 

5. Both must have conviction 
that this joint enterprise is mu- 
tually beneficial. 

6. Both must have ability to out- 
line and apply good farm manage- 
ment programs. 

7. The younger people must want 
to farm. 

8. The two families should share 
in earnings in the same propor- 
tion as they contribute. This may 
call for several major adjustments 
during the period of their joint

T’S hardly believable, but the 
month of Christmas has rolled 
around again and the numer- 

als “25” have taken on their usu- 
al ominous sound. 

I think the last of January or 
mid-February would be much more 
reasonable times to have Christ- 
mas. By then, we've had a chance 
to recover from all the jobs in- 
cident to changing the mode of 
living from summer to winter, like 
washing the blankets and putting 
on the storm windows, We're 
rested; we're beginning to find 
life a bit dull and are in the 
mood for holiday parties and fes- 
tivities. Whereas, we've hardly 
caught our breath before we must 
start on the Christmas shopping, 
wrapping, baking, cooking, deco- 
rating, and what-have-you. 

It’s an established fact that 
Christ was probably not born any- 
where near the date of December 
25, as our calendar reckons time, 
so let’s see a showing of hands of 
all those who are in favor of mov- 
ing Christmas over into February.

Keep things natural . . . 


I've been to a good many Christ- 
mas caravans in the past few 
years; tours of holiday-decorated 
homes sponsored two years by my 
own church guild and one year by 
our hospital auxiliary. Among the 
beautiful things I've seen in these 
different types of homes . . . mod- 
ern, traditional, old and new... 
some that stand out most prom- 
inently in my memory are the 
decorations that made use of na- 
tural materials. 

For instance, a lovely door deco- 
ration combined Indian corn (or 
calico corn, as you may call it) 
with white pine and balsam, arti- 
ficial grapes, and green and gold 
satin ribbon. The corn was shucked 
but the shucks were left on, peeled 
back from the ear and forming 
the “top” of the bouquet made 
from the corn and grapes. These 
were wired into a thick arrange- 
ment of pine boughs and tied with 
a huge bow of green and gold. 

If you live where the temper- 
atures are not freezing during the 
Christmas holidays, the use of 
fruit on your door piece results in 
beautiful effects. Grapes, rosy pol- 
ished apples, golden ones, oranges, 
or lemons a around a 
wreath or on branches, tied with 
red or green or gold bows are 
beautiful. Wrap the fruit in saran, 
twist the ends, and you have an 
easy “tail” by which to skewer or 
wire fruit into the arrangement. 


The little touches .. . 


One of the homes I visited on 
a Christmas caravan was a cen- 
tury-old house that had been pur- 
chased by a couple who had col- 
lected authentic antiques for years. 

It was called the little house of 
ideas, and it was just that. In 
every room, in every corner there 
were little delightful touches that 
you and 1 would never have 
thought of, I can’t remember all 
of them; one that I do recall was 
a huge, huge pine cone that had

been allowed to dry and separate 
and in all crevices between the 
“layers” of the cone, the hostess 
of the little house had stuck her 
gay Christmas cards. 

The cone card-holder stood on a 
little marble-topped table in her 
tiny foyer, fianked by a red candle 
in a brass holder, and it charmed 
all who entered. 

The clever woman living in the 
little red house had introduced 
gay little spots of color where 
you would leas: expect them, and 
I tried to do the same last year, 
in these simple ways: 

On my smal] stair-landing I set 
a pretty basket, tied with a big 
red satin bow on the handle and 
filled to overflowing with Christ- 
mas cards ... hundreds of them, 
saved from two or three years. 

My bedroom is done in blue and 
I found a pretty blue vase on the 
storage cupboard shelves and filled 
it with sprays of bright red “beau- 
ty berries” (purchasable at variety 
or department stores or flower- 
shops), tied a white bow with sil- 
ver balls on the neck of the vase, 
and set it on the polished surface 
of a mahogany dresser. 


All of my holiday guests ex- 
claimed at its beauty and also 
commented on the _ shell-shaped 
pink bowl heaped with pink and 
silver balls that I set on one of 
the glass shelves in the bathroom. 
And on all the mirrors throughout 
the house, I used a Merry Christ- 
mas stencil and spray-on glass 
polish (offered annually by manu- 
facturers of the polish). 

Further pretty color touches can 
be achieved by the use of food 
coloring in water to fill clear glass 
containers . . . for instance a pair 
of your footed goblets or crystal 
goblets filled with red water and 
holding pine branches make pretty 
touches on mantel, buffet, table, or 
wherever color is needed. Or fill 
a discarded fish bowl with green 
water and stick in branches of 
beauty berries, white - painted 
branches, or sprays of pine or bal- 
sam. Another nice use of such a 
bow! is to fill it with hard candies, 
either wrapped or unwrapped. 


Baskets belong... 


The dime stores and supermar- 
kets around me have been flooded 
this fall with beautiful baskets of 
all shapes and description, made 
in Hong Kong and selling for 88 
cents. I've bought a few, over the 
weeks, and shall gild some and 
leave some natural and use them 
in halls and our basement room 
and maybe on buffet tables for 
holiday parties. 

If you are a little tired of the 
red theme in your Christmas deco- 
rations, switch to green and gold, 
which is lovely and elegant beyond 
compare, I think. 

Satin ribbon is one of the most 
beautiful materials you can use in 
decorations and use it lavishly, 
with generous bows and long 
streamers. Better a few really ele- 
gant touches, than a lot of gim- 
cracks. Although, as I have said 
before, and say again, anything 
that you enjoy planning, doing, 
and display'ng to your family and 
friends by way of adding to the 
gaiety of their holidays, is fine 
and right for you, regardless of 
whether it costs $10 or 10 cents; 
is paper, plastic, or cloth-of-gold. 
In “decking our halls for the sea- 
son to be jolly,” over and above 
all it’s the spirit that counts!

A check list for contracts 


Contracts in egg production, marketing, and pullet 
production are increasing. Use of this list before 
signing may avoid misunderstanding and oversights. 


trend is good or bad, con- 

tract production and mar- 
keting is spreading in the poultry 
business. 

In many cases, one or both par- 
ties to the contract are inexpe- 
rienced in such matters. Misunder- 
standings, oversights, and even gross 
injustices may easily result 

Verbal contracts are always haz- 
ardows, Aside from the opportu- 
nities for forgetfulness, “sidestep- 
ping,” or even complete dishonoring 
of the contract, there is always 
the chance a change of personnel 
will leave no one in the company 
familiar with the verbal agreement 

Checking your written contract 
against the following questions may 
save a lot of grief and go far 
toward assuring you and the party 
with whom you are contracting a 
pleasant business relationship.

Identification ... 


Are the contracting parties defi- 
nitely designated as to name, na- 
ture of business, and address? Can 
the contract be assigned to a third 
party? 


Period of contract... 


Is there a specific time, begin- 
ning or ending date? 


Renewal or termination ... 


Is renewal or termination auto- 
matic? 

What acts of either party con- 
stitute agreement to renewal? 

How must the desire to termi- 
nate be indicated? By notice in 
writing? How far in advance? 


Legal relationship .. . 


Is the grower established as an 
independent contractor, an em- 
ployee; agent, partner, or a joint 
venturer? 

Liability in case of injury, debts, 
or wrongs may hinge upon this re- 
lationship. Normally, a statement 
of the legal status created by the 
contract is not, in itself, sufficient. 
But where other influencing fac- 
tors are equally balanced, the state- 
ment may be the determining fac- 
tor. This is a place where legal 
advice may be helpful

This check list is based on recom- 
mendations formulated jointly by 
representatives from the Univer- 
sity of Illinois, Michigan State Uni- 
versity, Ohio State University, and 
Purdue University.

Producers can help to reduce the 
number of soiled eggs from their 
flock by providing a nest with 
clean, dry nesting material for ev- 
ery four or five hens. Eggs should 
be gathered three times a day to 
prevent other hens from soiling 
them. Deep, dry litter and con- 
finement of hens during wet weath- 
er also help to reduce the number 
of soiled eggs. 

Soiled eggs are best cleaned with 
warm water and a detergent sani- 
tizer, Mountney pointed out. An 
egg washer eliminates the drudg- 
ery of hand cleaning. The deter- 
gent sanitizer should be used ac- 
cording to the manufacturer's in- 
structions. Do not rinse eggs aft- 
er they are washed, he advised 
The sanitizer still] retains some of 
its germ-killing power. Wash only 
about four or five dozen eggs per 
gallon of cleaning solution and 
make up a new solution after each 
day’s use. After eggs are washed 
they should be dried and cooled 
immediately and then packed. 

By adhering to these simple pro- 
cedures producers can wash eggs 
satisfactorily and increase their in- 
come by receiving full price.

Cf course, I was rushed to the hos- 
pital for an emergency operation. I really 
thought fate was against me then for I knew 
it would mean more bills and missing work 
and classes. 

Three weeks later I returned to school, as 
well as to work. However, my strength had 
not yet returned and many days I felt as 
though I would never finish the day. But, the

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Milk Federation 
re-elects Waltz 


Seattle man beats off challenge by mid-South dairy 
leader in spirited battle at Federation's convention. 


ITH the dairy price situa- 

tion looking brighter in 

1960, Gelegates to the 43rd 
annual convention of the National 
Milk Producers Federation gave 
most of their attention to internal 
politics in Washington, D. C., the 
week of November 16. When the 
dust had settled, Russell Waltz, 
Seattle, Wash., was still president 
of the giant dairy federation, and 
Glenn Lake, North Branch, Mich., 
was heir apparent to the presidency. 

The federation is an organiza- 
tion of 129 dairy cooperatives 
throughout the United States... With 
a combined membership of an esti- 
mated 650,000 dairy farmers, it is 
the powerful legislative voice of 
American dairy farmers in the na- 
tion's capital. 

In 1953, following the death of 
the colorful John Brandt, long-time 
president of Land O’ Lakes and 
the federation, Waltz was elected 
president by a one-vote margin 
over W. P. Davis of Boston at the 
Houston convention of the federa- 
tion. Ever since that election the 
opposing factions have sparred for 
another battle. Forces were joined 
this year as dairy farmer Hoyt 
Austin of Lake Cormorant, Miss., 
and president of Mid-South Pro- 
ducers in the Memphis market 
challenged Waltz, who is general 
manager of United Dairymen's As- 
sociation in the Seattle area. By 
a vote of 67 to 50 Waltz was re- 
elected. 

Since Waltz has indicated he 
would serve only one more year, 
interest shifted to the election of 
the first vice president, who will 
have an inside track to succeed 
to leadership in late 1960. Glenn 
Lake, president of the Michigan 
Milk Producers Association, won 
handily over A. R. Marvel, presi- 
dent of Interstate Milk Producers 
(Philadelphia). Marvel had been 
second vice president and was sub- 
sequently re-elected to that post. 


Kennedy goes all-out ... 


Presidential hopeful, John F., 
Kennedy of Massachusetts, was the 
featured guest speaker of this 
year’s convention. He pleasantly 
surprised dairy farmer delegates 
by endorsing virtually every major 
policy of the federation. 

Specifically, he recormmended: 

1. A federal dairy stabilization 
program managed by dairymen. 

2. Expansion, not contraction of 
Boston-type economic formulas in 
federal order markets. 

3. Better bargaining tools for 
dairy cooperatives. 

4. Approval for cooperatives to 
acquire processing facilities to com- 
pete with proprietary facilities. 

5. Opposition to taxation of co- 
operatives proposal advanced by 
administration. 

6. Reasonable credit rates for 
farmers and their cooperatives. 

The prominent presidential as- 
pirant had previously been allied 
with Farm Bureau on farm policy 
issues. Because of his favorable 
Farm Bureau voting record, he has 
addressed the annual convention of 
Farm Bureau but in his endorse- 
ment of the self-help dairy sta- 
bilization program of the milk pro- 
ducers he has taken a position di- 
rectly opposed to that of Farm 


Bureau. Dairymen were elated to 
hear him say, “I would have sup- 
posed that this (dairy stabilization 
program) would have an appeal to 
an administration dedicated to tak- 
ing the federal] government out of 
farming.” 

Midwest federal market order 
dairymen who have coveted the 
Boston-type economic formula for 
setting Class I milk prices, ap- 
plauded Kennedy’s specific endorse- 
ment of the formula and its ex- 
tension to other markets, though 
it apparently, according to Ken- 
nedy, “offends administration doc- 
trine.” 


Waltz defends supports .. . 


In his presidential address Rus- 
sell Waltz said that without the 
price support program “dairy farm- 
ers would have faced ruin and 
many dairy cooperatives would 
have failed” following the 1953 
production explosion when milk 
flow shot upward by 5% billion 
pounds in one year. 

Recognizing the differences with- 
in the federation on matters of 
national dairy policy, Waltz urged 
delegates to “agree on one dairy 
policy for 1960.” But the resolution 
passed by the federation was a 
loosely worded statement, identical 
to that passed last year. Obvious- 
ly, the leaders of the federation 
were awaiting the specific recom- 
mendation of a select committee 
of economists making a study of 
the entire dairy stabilization issue. 


Norton defines issues .. . 


“Standing in the way of dairy 
cooperative progress are three 
roadblocks,” said E. M. Norton, 
secretary of the federation: 

1. The unfriendly attitude toward 
farmer cooperatives in some bus- 
iness groups and in some agencies 
of government. 

2. Unreasonable restraints on the 
expansion of cooperatives and the 
threat of antitrust reprisals. 

3. Income tax proposal of a puni- 
tive type. 

Commenting on the second point, 
Norton said, “It doesn’t make 
sense. You might say that the De. 
partment of Agriculture is urging 
cooperatives to unite and to ex- 
pand into larger, more efficient, 
and more effective units while at 
the same time the Department of 
Justice stands ready to prosecute 
them if they do.” 


Price picture better . . . 


“For the first time in seven 
years, we can express cautious op- 
timism for next year,” said U.S.- 
D.A. economist Herbert Kriesel, in 
presenting the 1960 outlook report 
to the federation. With surpluses 
at a very low level, it is predicted 
that prices will strengthen some- 
what next year. This, combined 
with increased volume, will mean 
some improvement in the net in- 
come picture. He warned, however, 
that dairying was the only major 
agricultural enterprise that looked 
good for the coming year and that 
the favorable comparison would not 
last long, depending largely on the 
movement of beef prices. As beef 
prices fall milk flow shoots up- 
ward bringing surpluses and de- 
pression of milk and cream prices.

Give your hogs a chance 


We have reached the bottom of the hog cycle. It 
will take continued improvement in type and feed- 
ing in order to realize a profit this coming year. 


VEN though it appears that 
K the bottom of the hog cycle 

will be reached before the 
year’s end, hog producers who 
continue to improve hog quality 
will still be able to market their 
corn crop at a profit next year. 
Present farrowing plans for the 
winter quarter, December through 
February, are down 4 per cent 
from a year ago. 

Only a sound breeding program 
will permanently change the kind 
of hogs we produce. It is quite 
well established that swine type 
and environmental factors affect 
the carcass. Size of loin, eye thick- 
ness, or fat back are inherited to 
a rather high degree. In other 
words, these important character- 
istics that affect carcass value are 
passed on from generation to gen- 
eration. 

Many authorities believe that if 
a hog doesn’t have inheritance for 
heavy muscling, it can’t be good, 
regardless of its environment. 

There are not enough hogs of 
the correct breeding to go around, 
but rapid progress is being made. 

In 1956 The National Barrow 
Show figures indicated that 38.2 
per cent of all hog entries in the 
carcass contest met all certifi- 
cation standards. In 1959 this fig- 
ure jumped to 55.5 per cent. 

Most of the breeding associa- 
tions today are holding type con- 
ferences in addition to sponsoring 
meat-type hog programs. Most of 
the agricultural college experiment 
stations are either supervising or 
conducting swine-testing programs 
to help the breeders search for 
family lines within the breeds that 
carry meat-type characteristics 

Packing companies are gather- 
ing carcass information on many 
herds. This information will assist 
them in adjusting their buying 
schedule to pay producers for the 
quality of hogs going to market. 


Environment is important .. . 


Any change that is made through 
environment has to be done over 
and over and is never permanent. 
Even though a hog carries the 
proper inheritance for meatiness, 
it can be ruined by improper en- 
vironment. Likewise, a hog carry- 
ing incorrect inheritance car. be 
improved by proper environment. 

Muscle is mostly protein, and 
a hog builds muscle tissues from 
protein in the ration. A_ certain 
level of protein is necessary for 
maximum growth. Some addition- 
al protein tends to make a hog 
more lean and less fat. 

Hogs that are fed an average 
of 12% per cent protein in the 
ration make growth at a fair rate 
of gain. Stepping up the protein 
to 14 per cent has a tendency to 
increase the rate of gain but 
doesn't necessarily increase the 
per cent of lean cut or decrease 
fat covering. 

Where hogs are sold on a graded 
basis at a price differential, it 
may pay a hog producer to feed a 
little more protein than is needed 
in order to get the maximum rate 


of gain. A balanced ration has a 
tendency to produce a hog that 
has a meatier carcass than when 
a hog is full fed. This is true so 
long as a hog is allowed to grow 
at a fair rate of gain. Two-thirds 
of a full feed, for example, causes 
a hog to develop more frame, a 
slightly longer body and somewhat 
less fat. Less than a half feed 
usually is not advised and prob- 
ably has harmful effects on car- 
cass development. 


Don't feed corn alone .. . 


Some folks are of the opinion 
that small grain and pasture are 
the only so-called growing feeds 
and believe that meat-type hogs 
cannot be produced on a ration 
containing corn. There certainly is 
a little tendency to support such 
a theory. However, it is true that 
oats and corn will produce a 
meatier hog than when corn is fed 
as the only feed. This happens be- 
cause corn does not contain as 
much protein and other growth 
factors as does oats. That is why 
it is so important to add enough 
of the right kind of protein and 
other nutrients to balance the ra- 
tion. Surely this must be done 
whether or not you use corn, oats, 
or any other small grain. You 
should never think about using 
corn alone as it does produce more 
fat and slows down rate of gain. 

All of these management prac- 
tices would indicate that only 
through good inheritance and a 
suitable environment can we ex- 
pect to produce the more ideal 
meat-type hog. If the correct in- 
heritance or breeding is not in the 
hog, it is more likely than not that 
certain feeding and management 
practices can be used to the best 
advantage. 

Just remember that 
good breeding is a permanent 
practice. What is done through 
environment must be done over 
and over with each crop of pigs 
produced,

New sticker for pesticides 


A solution of two or more water- 
soluble resins in methanol has been 
found to greatly increase the re- 
tention qualities of ordinary insecti- 
cide water-spray mixtures. When 
used with water sprays, it leaves 
the insecticide firmly attached to 
leaves, fruit, and other vegetation 
after the water has evaporated 
The initial loss of pesticide during 
spraying, along with later loss due 
to weathering, is, therefore, greatly 
reduced, according to entomologists 
at Delaware where extensive tests 
have been conducted. 

In addition to its good covering 
and sticking power, it is compatible 
with other materials used in agri- 
cultural sprays, has longer shelf 
life, mixes easily without diluting 
or premixing, doesn’t clog nozzles, 
is not toxic to animals or plants, 
and is economical since only 1 
quart is needed for each 100 gal- 
lons of water.

Loss of hair 


Hairlessness (alopecia) is some- 
times seen in calves and very 
occasionally in adult cattle. Loss 
of hair, fur, and wool may also 
occur in other animals. Total bald- 
ness may be seen at birth, or the 
hair loss takes place later. Usu- 
ally it occurs in patches 

A number of factors cause loss 
of hair. Acquired hair loss may 
follow attacks of chronic diseases 
or intoxicating poisonings. 

Other predisposing factors are 
iodine overdosage, dietary defi- 
ciency, (such as inadequate food 
and mineral intake), and acute 
infectious diseases (particularly 
those which bring about fever and 
skin destruction) 

Hairless baby pigs are farrowed 
by iodine-deficient sows. Expec- 
tant mothers (especially bitches) 
with endocrine gland disorders or 
with diseases involving the _ thy- 
roid or pituitary glands sometimes 
give birth to hairless offspring 

Temporary loss of hair is a fre- 
quent symptom of specific skin 


diseases such as dermatitis, ec- 
zema, ringworm, or mange 

In the absence of disease or 
other causes, congenital (exist- 
ing since birth) alopecia may be 
traced to hereditary factors 

Effective treatment can be ex- 
pected only when a proper diag- 
nosis is made. The extent of re- 
covery depends upon duration of 
the primary disease and amount of 
damage to hair follicles 

Proper diet and sanitary en- 
vironment are important factors 
of control regardless of the cause. 
In endocrine dysfunction and dis- 
ease, careful hormone treatment 
is indicated. Primary or secondary 
diseases or infections must be 
brought under control before hair 
restoration can be anticipated 
Tender skin must be protected 
from excessive exposure to cold, 
heat, and sunlight. If the respon- 
sible factor is hereditary like 
matings should not be used 

If adequate nutrition is provided 
ind iodine, mineral, and vitamin 
requirements are met congenital 
1lopecia generally can be avoided, 





CHECKING FOR MASTITIS 


We have a well-bred dairy cow 
that made a good 4-year-old rec- 
ord, but has not done too well on 
her last two lactations. We sus- 
pected something wrong so started 
using the blotter test for mastitis. 
She is a continuous reactor, switch- 
ing from quarter to quarter and 
sometimes three quarters at a 
time. However, she never has a 
hard or caked quarter and her 
milk never fails to flow rapidly 
through a strainer pad.

Blotter tests are only partially 
accurate as checks for mastitis 
Such tests usually serve to indi- 
cate the relative degree of acidity 
or alkalinity of the milk 

I suggest you have your veteri- 
narian collect samples of the quar- 
ters for laboratory analysis, to 
determine if infection is present 
and apply treatment according to 
the findings. It may be advisable 
to apply treatment also during the 
dry period. 


BREEDING TROUBLE 


We use artificial breeding and 
are having a lot of trouble getting 
our cows and heifers to settle. 

The principal symptoms are re- 
peat breedings (up to 5 times) and 
long heat cycles (from 25 days to 
2 months). But they have a 
normal discharge. 

What kind of a disease is this 
and is there any treatment for it?

In herds with poor breeding his- 
tories and prolonged heat periods 
veterinarians usually suspect such 
venereal diseases as vibriosis or 
trichomoniasis. If you are using 
semen from bulls at an artificial 
breeding ring, it invariably indi- 
cates the bulls are not spreading 
these diseases and are not factors 
to be considered further. If the 
semen is from another source, then 
these diseases must not be dis- 
counted 

Without a more detailed history 
of your herd and an examination 
of at least a portion of the fe- 
males, it is difficult to make a 


Low-grade infections 
sometimes interfere with concep- 
tion. Breeding too soon after calv- 
ing, not waiting at least 60 days, 
and other careless herd manage- 
ment practices can interfere with 
breeding operations on a farm 

I believe it best to go over the 
herd history carefully with your 
veterinarian and let him make 
some examinations of the herd to 
try to locate the trouble 

If you are experiencing abor- 
tions, be sure to have blood 
samples checked for both brucel- 
losis and leptospirosis, and have 
aborted fetuses submitted to a 
diagnostic laboratory for further 
culturing

SUDDEN DEATH IN CALVES 


In the past two years I have 
lost four calves under similar con- 
ditions. They look and act healthy 
but within two or four hours after 
developing symptoms they are 
dead. All have been 2 weeks old 
or older. Some have started grain 
eating; others not. They seem to 
become colicky and do quite a bit 
of threshing around before they die.

There are a number of causes 
for rapid death of calves. Some 
of the more common are metallic 
poisoning; acute, general, or in- 
testinal infection; circulatory 
(heart) failure; internal bleeding; 
and so forth. Most of all, I would 
suspect a hemorrhagic enteritis or 
enterotoxemia as the cause of 
death in your calves. This off- 
hand diagnosis, however, should be 
verified by your veterinarian 

Enterotoxemia usually occurs in 
calves that are getting a great 
deal of milk or are well-fed, per- 
haps too well-fed. Vaccines are 
available for the control of this 
condition. In severe outbreaks it 
is sometimes necessary to adminis- 
ter toxoids to pregnant cows 

We suggest you have your vet- 
erinarian examine the calves, so 
that a diagnosis and proper treat- 
ment may be administered. If the 
calves are receiving too much 
milk, reduce the amount and sub- 
stitute good-quality hay and a 
little grain.
